WASHINGTON (AP) — Democrats were undaunted by a 
Senate setback Monday and appeared increasingly confident 
they would be able to take advantage of Americans’ anger at 
Wall Street and push through the most sweeping new controls 
on financial institutions since the Great Depression. 

The Senate, in a 57-41 vote, failed to get the 60 supporters 
needed to proceed on the regulatory overhaul. One Democrat, 
Sen. Ben Nelson, joined with the Republicans. 

But the evening vote was just part of a legislative ballet keeping 
bipartisan talks alive. At the end. Senate Majority Leader Harry 
Reid switched his vote to “no,” too, but that was just a maneuver 
that will enable him to call for a new tally as early as Tuesday.

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Survivors assess damage 
from storms that killed 12

YAZOO CITY, Mississippi 
(AP) — Residents cracked 
jokes to keep from crying 
Monday as they searched for 
salvageable items among the 
rubble left by severe storms 
that killed 12 people over the 
weekend. State officials were 
tallying the cost of the damage 
so they could ask for an 
emergency declaration from 
President Barack Obama, 
along with federal funds 
to help clean up the mess. 
The latest figures Monday 
were grim: In Missississippi 
alone, nearly 700 homes were 
damaged, 49 people injured 
and 10 killed. Two others died 
in storms in Alabama. 

Nancy Luke stepped carefully 
through fallen cinderblocks, 
cracked mirrors and a broken 
disco ball in what used to be 
the bar she managed, Wendy’s

APNewsDreak: Israel halts 
east Jerusalem bulldlug

JERUSALEM (AP) — Israel’s prime minister has effectively 
frozen new Jewish construction in east Jerusalem, municipal 
officials said Monday, reflecting the need to mend a serious rift 
with the U.S. and get Mideast peace talks back on track. 

The move comes despite Benjamin Netanyahu’s repeated 
assertion he would never halt construction in east Jerusalem and 
risks angering hard-liners in his government. One lawmaker 
from Netanyahu’s Likud Party warned the governing coalition 
could collapse over the issue. 

Still, the de facto freeze appeared to offer the promise of reviving 
peace efforts derailed after Israel announced plans for a major 
Jewish housing development during a visit by Vice President 
Joe Biden last month.

U.S. extradites Neriega te France

WASHINGTON (AP) — The U.S. extradited 
former Panamanian dictator Manuel Noriega to 
France on Monday, clearing the way for him to 


stand trial there on money laundering charges. 
The former strongman, who was being held in 
a federal prison in Miami, was on an Air France 
flight to Paris, according to a Department of 
Justice source who spoke anonymously because 
he was not authorized to comment on the case. 
Yves Leberquier, one of Noriega’s lawyers, 
confirmed Noriega was headed to France. 
“When he arrives he will be presented to the 
prosecutor and notified of the arrest warrant, and 
he will confirm his opposition” to the warrant, 
Leberquier said. 

After that, at some point Tuesday, Noriega will 
be presented to a Paris judge who will determ in e 
whether he should stay in custody pending 
further action. Leberquier said Noriega’s lawyers 
will push for that hearing to be open “so that the 
defense can be totally transparent.” 

Earlier, Secretary of State Hillary Rodham 
Clinton signed a so-called surrender warrant for 
Noriega after a federal judge in Miami lifted a 
stay blocking the extradition last month. State 
Department spokesman Mark Toner said. 

“Now that all judicial challenges to Noriega’s 
extradition have been resolved, the secretary of 
state issued a surrender warrant for his extradition 
to France,” he said. 


Noriega was ousted as Panama’s leader and 
put on trial following a 1989 U.S. invasion that 
drove him from power. He was convicted of drug 
racketeering and related charges in 1992. His 
sentence ended in 2007, but France requested 
Noriega’s extradition shortly before his U.S. 
drug trafficking sentence ended Sept. 9, 2007. 
The French claim Noriega laundered some $3 
million in drug proceeds by purchasing luxury 
apartments in Paris. Noriega was convicted in 
absentia, but France agreed to give him a new 
trial if he was extradited. 

Federal judges and the U.S. Supreme Court 
turned away Noriega’s claims that the Geneva 
Conventions treaties regarding prisoners of war 
require hi m to be returned to Panama. Noriega 
was declared a POW after his 1992 drug 
conviction by a Miami federal judge. 

Noriega, believed to be in his 70s, was Panama’s 
longtime intelligence chief before he took power 
in 1982. He had been considered a valued CIA 
asset for years, but as a ruler he joined forces 
with drug traffickers and was implicated in the 
death of a political opponent. 

President George H.W. Bush ordered an invasion 
in late 1989 to oust him. He was brought to 
Miami and convicted of drug charges.□

PHOENIX (AP) — The 
furor over Arizona’s new 
law eraeking down on illegal 
immigrants grew Monday 
as opponents used refried 
beans to smear swastikas on 
the state Capitol, eivil rights 
leaders demanded a boyeott 
of the state and the Obama 
administration weighed a 
possible legal ehallenge. 
Aetivists are planning a 
ehallenge of their own, 
hoping to bloek the law from 
taking effeet by arguing that 
it eneroaehes on the federal 
government’s authority to 
regulate immigration and 
violates people’s eonstitutional 
rights by giving poliee too 
mueh power. 

The measure — set to take 
effeet in late July or early 
August — would make it 
a erime under state law to 
be in the U.S. illegally. It 
direets state and loeal poliee 
to question people about 
their immigration status if 
there is reason to suspeet they 
are illegal. “If you look or 
sound foreign, you are going 
to be subjeeted to never- 
ending requests for poliee to 
eonfirm your identity and to 
eonfirm your eitizenship,” 
said Alessandra Soler Meetze, 
exeeutive direetor of the 
Ameriean Civil Liberties 
Union of Arizona, whieh is 
exploring legal aetion. 
Employees at the Capitol 
eame to work Monday to 
find that vandals had smeared 
swastikas on the windows. 
And protesters gathered for a 
seeond straight day to speak 
out against a law they say 
will lead to rampant raeial 
profiling of anyone who looks 
Hispanie. 

The White House would not 
rule out the possibility that 
the administration would 


take legal aetion against 
Arizona. President Baraek 
Obama, who warned last 
week that the measure could 
lead to police abuses, asked 
the Justice Department to 
complete a review of the law’s 
implications before deciding 
how to proceed. 

Mexican President Felipe 
Calderon said the law is 
discriminatory and warned 
that trade and political ties 
with Arizona will be seriously 
strained by the crackdown. 
Currently, many U.S. police 
departments do not ask about 
people’s immigration status 
unless they have run afoul 
of the law in some other 
way. Many departments say 
stopping and questioning 
people will only discourage 
immigrants from cooperating 
to solve crimes. 

Under the new Arizona law, 
immigrants unable to produce 
documents showing they are 
allowed to be in the U.S. could 
be arrested, jailed for up to six 
months and fined $2,500. That 
is a significant escalation of 
the typical federal punishment 
for being here illegally — 
deportation. 

People arrested by Arizona 
police would be turned over to 
federal immigration officers. 
Opponents said the federal 
government could thwart 
the law by refusing to accept 
them. 

Supporters of the law said it is 
necessary to protect Arizonans 
from crimes committed by 
illegal immigrants. Arizona is 
home to an estimated 460,000 
illegal immigrants and is 
the nation’s busiest gateway 
for people slipping into the 
country. 

Republican Gov. Jan Brewer, 
who signed the bill on Friday, 
said Arizona must act because 
Washington has failed to stop 
the flow of illegal immigrants 


and drugs from Mexico. 
Brewer has ordered state 
officials to develop a training 
course for officers to learn 
what constitutes reasonable 
suspicion that someone is in 
the U.S. illegally. The crux of 
opponents’ arguments is that 
only the federal government 
has the authority to regulate 
immigration. 

“If every state had its own 
laws, we wouldn’t be one 
country; we’d be 50 different 
countries,” said Thomas 
Saenz, president and general 
counsel of the Mexican 
American Legal Defense and 
Educational Fund. 

Kevin Johnson, dean of the 
law school at the University 
of Califomia-Davis and an 
immigration law professor, 
said such a lawsuit would have 
a very good chance of success. 
He said the state law gets into 
legal trouble by giving local 
law enforcement officers 


the authority to enforce 
immigration laws. 

“States can’t give them that 
power,” Johnson said. “The 
federal government could if it 
wanted to, but it hasn’t.” 
However, Gerald Neuman, a 
Harvard Law School professor, 
said Arizona could make a 
compelling legal argument that 
it has overlapping authority to 
protect its residents. 

Johnson said opponents 
could also argue that the law 
could violate their Fourth 
Amendment protection 

against unreasonable search 
and seizure because it gives 
police officers broad authority 
to determine who should be 
questioned. Kris Kobach, 
a University of Missouri- 
Kansas City law professor 
who helped write the Arizona 
legislation, said he anticipated 
legal challenges and carefully 
drafted the language. He said 
the state law is only prohibiting 


conduct already illegal under 
federal law. 

In a statement Friday, 
Homeland Security Secretary 
Janet Napolitano said the 
state’s new law would probably 
hinder law enforcement in 
dealing with more serious 
crimes. Napolitano vetoed 
similar proposals when she 
was Arizona governor. 

“They would have diverted 
critical law enforcement 
resources from the most 
serious threats to public safety 
and undermined the vital trust 
between local jurisdictions 
and the communities they 
serve,” she said. 

San Francisco City Attorney 
Dennis Herrera urged 
policymakers in the city to 
stop dealing with Arizona and 
Arizona businesses. Leaders 
in Mexico and California 
also demanded a boycott, 
as did civil rights leader A1 
SharptonQ

Democrats believe that 
public pressure and the 
scent of a Wall Street 
scandal have given them the 
upper hand. Republicans 
themselves have taken up 
the Democrats Wall Street¬ 
bashing rhetoric and have 
voiced hope that a bill will 
ultimately pass. In that light, 
the path to final approval 
seems clearer than it ever 
did during the contentious 
debate over health care. 

The financial overhaul 
bill is a priority of 
President Barack Obama 
and, after health care, its 
passage would build on 
his legislative successes 
— an important political 
consideration in an election 
year. The House has already 
passed its version of new 
bank regulations. 


Less than an hour before 
the scheduled vote, the 
White House issued its 
official endorsement of 
the bill, saying Obama 
would oppose adding any 
loopholes. 

Following the vote, the 
president said he was 
“deeply disappointed” and 
urged Senators to put the 
interests of the country 
ahead of party. 

“Some ofthese senators may 
believe that this obstruction 
is a good political strategy, 
and others may see delay as 
an opportunity to take this 
debate behind closed doors, 
where financial industry 
lobbyists can water down 
reform or kill it altogether,” 
Obama said in a statement. 
“But the American people 
can’t afford that.” 

Both the House and Senate 
bills, aimed at heading off 
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any recurrence of the near 
collapse of the financial 
system in 2008, would 
create a mechanism for 
liquidating large firms 
that get into trouble, set 
up a council to detect 
systemwide financial threats 
and establish a consumer 
protection agency to police 
lending. The legislation also 
would require investment 
derivatives, blamed for 
helping precipitate the near¬ 
meltdown, to be traded in 
open exchanges. 

Senate Republicans have 
been solidly opposed to 
the legislation so far, but 
Democrats are determined 
to force them to block the 
bill time and again until 
their unity cracks. 

“I don’t think it’s a tenable 
political position for the 
Republicans to be in,” 
White House spokesman 
Robert Gibbs said. 

And Reid mocked the 
Republicans’ cohesion. 

“As far as I can tell, the only 
thing Republicans stand for 
is standing together,” he 
said. Richard Shelby, the top 
Republican on the Banking 
Committee, said Monday 
before the vote, “Most 
Republicans want a bill, 
but they want a substantive 
bill.” 

The Alabama senator has 
been negotiating with 
committee chairman Chris 
Dodd. 


Shelby aides said he wants 
to tighten language that he 
believes would give the 
Federal Reserve and the 
Federal Deposit Insurance 
Corp. too much flexibility 
to assist large banks and 
their creditors. Shelby also 
wants to restrict the rule¬ 
writing powers that Dodd 
would give a consumer 
financial protection bureau 
within the Federal Reserve. 
Shelby aides have been 
writing an alternative to 
Dodd’s legislation in the 
event negotiations fail. 
Shelby, emerging from a 
meeting with Dodd, said 
they planned to meet again, 
with their respective aides, 
to hammer out some areas 
of agreement. 

The U.S. Chamber of 
Commerce, which has been 
leading a lobbying effort 
against the legislation, sent 
senators a letter Monday 
urging them to vote against 
Democratic efforts to move 
on the bill. 

Polls show the public 
increasingly eager to slap 
restrictions on financial 
institutions. Moreover, a 
lawsuit by the Securities 
and Exchange Commission 
accusing Goldman Sachs of 
fraud has gotten attention at 
this critical time. 

To drive that point home, 
a Senate investigative 
subcommittee plans a 
hearing Tuesday on the role 


of investment banks in the 
financial crisis. Scheduled 
witnesses include Goldman 
chairman and chief 
executive Lloyd Blankfein 
and Fabrice Tourre, the 
Goldman Sachs trader at the 
center of the SEC charges. 
In that climate. Democrats 
are prepared to cast 
Republicans as industry 
allies eager to weaken the 
legislation. At the same 
time. Democrats are trying 
to win over individual 
Republicans with some 
adjustments. 

For example. Senate 
Democrats on Monday 
were putting the finishing 
touches on their version of 
derivatives regulations that 
already have the support of 
at least two Republicans, 
Charles Grassley of Iowa 
and Olympia Snowe of 
Maine. Derivatives are 
complex securities blamed 
for helping precipitate the 
2008 Wall Street crisis. 

The derivatives restrictions, 
in some cases tougher than 
Dodd had initially proposed, 
would incorporate 

provisions approved by 
the Senate Agriculture 
Committee. Among them 
is a limitation strongly 
opposed by the largest 
banks that would force them 
to spin off their derivatives 
operations into separate 
subsidiaries, potentially 
costing them billions of 
dollars in business. 
Administration officials 
have expressed qualms in 
the past about the sweep 
of that provision. But the 
White House statement 
Monday commended the 
Agriculture Committee 
for its work. Republican 
Sen. Judd Gregg who had 
worked on derivatives 
provisions, called the 
spinoff idea unnecessarily 
punitive and disruptive to 
the banking system. 

Senate Republican Leader 
Mitch McConnell sought 
to rally his senators, 
arguing that a vote to delay 
debate was not a vote 
against regulation but for a

Luke said she and the owner, 
Wendy Douglas, have been 
joking with each other to fend 
off tears. 

“She’s a neat freak. This is 
usually the cleanest bar in 
town, I tell you,” Luke said. 
Most of the bar was obliterated, 
but the office and the restrooms 
still stood. Luke said she found 
three rolls of toilet paper still 
stacked in a pyramid on a tray 
in the women’s room. 

The tornado flung a blue 
metal trash container from 
outside the bar three miles 
away while dumping most of 
its contents next to the slab of 
the building: Dozens of brown 
Bud Light and Miller Lite beer 
bottles, most of which were 
unbroken. 

Mississippi Gov. Haley 
Barbour was spending part of 
the day in neighborhoods of 
his native Yazoo City talking 
privately with residents. 
“When you know everybody, 
it’s harder,” said Barbour, 
whose home was undamaged 
in Saturday’s tornado. 

On Monday, the dead in 


Mississippi were also 
identified. County Coroner 
Keith Coleman identified the 
victims in his area as: Andra 
Patterson, 3 months; Tyanna 
Jobe, 9; Brittany Jobe, 14; 
Mary Yates, 58, and Bobby 
Yates, 57. 

Wayne Allen Jr., a funeral 
director at Stricklin-King 
Funeral Home, identifed 
the Yazoo County victims 
as: James E. Harrison, 64; 
Elizabeth Nicole “Nikki” 
Bradshaw Carpenter, Carlton 
Gould and Stella Martin, 
whose ages he didn’t have. 
Carpenter, 31, left her job as a 
postal carrier to stay at home 
with her three children, ages 
6 to 2, and planned to start 
nursing school next year, said 
her friend Elizabeth Tamar 
King. “She was the best mom 
she could be,” said King, who 
often babysat the boys. “She 
was a great person. If she 
could do anything to help you, 
she would.” 

The storm system began in 
Louisiana before cutting a 
path some 150 miles (240 
kilometers) long through 
Mississippi and continuing 


to Alabama. Storm surveyors 
were working Monday to 
determine whether the damage 
was caused by a single tornado 
or multiple twisters. 

National Weather Service 
meteorologist Ed Agre said 
tornado winds have been 
measured at 160 miles an 
hour along much of the path, 
with some areas hit with even 
stronger winds. 

By comparison, the scale used 
to measure hurricane intensity 
tops off at a category for 
storms 155 mph and above. 
Hurricanes, however, cover a 
wider area. 

“Tornadoes are on a much 
tighter scale, when the winds 
are twisting that fast. It’s a 
bit more devastating to that 
location,” he said. 

Mississippi, like many other 
states, does not have a statewide 
method of alerting residents 
about severe weather, such as 
thunderstorms and tornadoes. 
That responsibility is often 
left up to local governments 
that rely on warning sirens, 
phone calls and radios after 
receiving an alert from the 
National Weather Service.

Arizona is home to an estimated 
460,000 illegal immigrants. 
“It’s regrettable. I think this 
was a hasty decision that did 
not consider the consequenees, 
not only for Mexieans and 
undoeumented people from 
other countries, but also 
for the Arizona economy,” 
Ibarra said. “Immigrants, as 
everyone knows, do the work 
that Amerieans don’t want 
to do.” “This campaign is 
completely based on raeism. 
It’s a xenophobie eampaign,” 
he added. 

Calderon said he would raise 
his eoneerns with President 
Barack Obama and U.S.

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Haiti tosses kidnapping charges against Americans

PORT-AU-PRINCE, Haiti 
(AP) — A Haitian judge said 
Monday he has dismissed 
kidnapping and criminal 
association charges against 
10 American missionaries 
detained for trying to take 
a busload of children out of 
the country after the Jan. 12 
earthquake. 

Judge Bernard Saint-Vil said 
Laura Silsby, the last of the 10 
missionaries jailed in Haiti, 
still faced a lesser charge for 
allegedly organizing the effort 
to transport the 33 children 
to an orphanage they were 
setting up in the Dominican 
Republic. 

Silsby faces up to three 
years in prison if convicted 
on the remaining charge, the 
“organization of irregular 
trips,” from a 1980 statute 
restricting travel out of Haiti 
signed by then-dictator Jean- 
Claude Duvalier. 

Silsby declined comment 
from her jail cell. Shiller Roi, 
a lawyer for Silsby, declined 
comment, saying he hadn’t yet 
received the judge’s written 
decision. 

The judge told The Associated 
Press that the charge of 
organizing the trip was also 
pending against Jean Sainvil, 
a Haitian-born pastor from 
Atlanta who also helped 
organize the venture. Sainvil 
did not immediately respond 
to message left on his 
voicemail. 

The judge, who spoke to AP 
in a brief phone interview, did 
not explain the reasons for his 
decisions. 

It was the latest development 
in a case that emerged amid 
the chaos following the 
devastating earthquake, which 
the government said killed an 
estimated 230,000 people and 
left hundreds of thousands of 
people homeless. 

Border guards detained the 
Americans on Jan. 29 as they 
tried to enter the Dominican 
Republic from Haiti without 
the required documents for 
the children. 

A relative of two members of 
the group of Baptists said at the 
time that they intended to take 
the children, all of whom still 
had at least one living parent, 
to an orphanage they were 


setting up in the Dominican 
Republic for Haitian children. 
On Feb. 17, the judge released 
eight of the Americans after 
concluding that parents 
voluntarily gave up their 
children in the belief that the 
Americans would give them a 
better life. He freed the ninth 
March 8, leaving only Silsby 
in custody. Supporters of the 
group said they were only 
trying to help the children and 
simply misunderstood Haitian 
adoption rules intended to 
prevent child trafficking 
following the earthquake. 
Child trafficking has long been 
a serious problem in Haiti. 

In a separate case Monday, 
three suspected Haitian 
traffickers were caught driving 


24 children in the town of 
Mirebalais. The group was 
traveling with the children’s 
birth certificates, suggesting 
they meant to put them up for 
adoption, local judge Vicran 
Charles said. 

The judge said the suspects 
said they were taking the 
children to a woman who runs 
an orphanage in the capital, 
Port-au-Prince, and promised 
the children a better life. 

The children, who were placed 
in a nearby orphanage, range 
in age from 1 to 13. None 
appeared to be orphans. 

“I have a mom and a dad,” 
said 8-year-old Jolen Plaisir. 
“They didn’t tell me why 
they were sending me to an 
orphanage.”□

King accepts resignation of Beigian government

BRUSSELS (AP) — Belgium King Albert II accepted the 
government’s resignation Monday after negotiations failed to 
resolve a long-simmering dispute between Dutch- and French- 
speaking politicians over a bilingual voting district in and 
around Brussels, the country’s capital. 

The king had waited since last week to see if last-ditch talks could 
keep the coalition government of Prime Minister Yves Leterme 
together. But late Monday, it became clear the differences 
between the linguistic groups were too deep. Elections could 
now be called in early June. 

“I regret that the necessary dialogue to achieve a negotiated 
settlement did not produce the result we hoped for,” Leterme 
said in a statement. 

The Royal Palace said that “the King has tasked the government 
to continue in a caretaker capacity.” 

Belgian governments have a long tradition of teetering on the 
brink of linguistic collapse. F or half a century, they have brokered 
ever more complicated compromises to keep the country from 
falling apart at the expense of giving the linguistic groups more 
autonomy. Yet the endless bickering has not stopped the nation 
of being among the most prosperous in Europe. 

Rarely, though, has a dispute been as intractable as this one. 


Amid the global financial crisis, many have warned that such 
an impasse could sap international economic confidence in the 
country. 

And the crisis comes at an inopportune moment: Belgium will 
take over the rotating presidency of the European Union on July 
1 . 

Leterme highlighted the work that had been achieved to 
shield the country from the global economic crisis, reform the 
judiciary and prepare for the EU presidency, when the Belgian 
prime minister will be for six months one of the most visible 
European politicians. 

“This work needs to be continued,” said Leterme. 

Speculation had been that the five coalition parties would keep 
trying to break the stalemate at least until Thursday, when 
the next session of parliament was planned, but that did not 
happen. 

“We wanted a negotiated solution but it was quickly clear that 
there was no political will,” said Alexander De Croo, head of 
the Dutch-speaking Liberals. 

The current coalition took office March 20, 2008, following 
a political impasse over a related linguistic spat that lasted a 
record 194 days. 

Linguistic disputes rooted in history and economic disparities 
have long dominated politics in this country of 6.5 million 
Dutch-speakers and 4 million Francophones. 

Belgium is divided into Dutch-speaking northern Flanders 
and French-speaking southern Wallonia and bilingual Brussels 
in between. The language rules determine which language is 
used on everything from mortgages and traffic signs to election 
ballots and divorce papers. 

In 2003, the Constitutional Court ruled the bilingual Brussels- 
Halle-Vilvoorde voting district illegal because it violated 
the separation of Dutch- and French-language regions. The 
district includes Brussels, which is officially bilingual, but also 
encompasses 20-odd towns in Dutch-speaking Flanders around 
the capital.□

Mahmoud Abbas signaled 
Monday he was ready to 
start indirect talks with Israel 
after weeks of hesitation. 
Washington has stepped up 
efforts in recent days to coax 
Abbas to agree to the talks, 
with Pre s ident B arack Obama ’ s 
envoy as go-between. 
Speaking to Israel’s Channel 
2 TV, Abbas said he would 
present the U.S. proposal to 
the Arab League this week and 
the Palestinians “hope that the 
reply will be positive.” 
Obama, meanwhile, offered 
assurances of Washington’s 
unshakable commitment 
to Israel’s security and 
determination to achieve a 
comprehensive Middle East 
peace. He made the remarks 
during an impromptu meeting 
with Israeli Defense Minister 
Ehud Barak at the White 
House, Obama spokesman 
Robert Gibb said. 

Word of a de facto freeze on 


east Jerusalem construction 
came from municipal officials 
and a construction executive, 
who told The Associated 
Press that the committee 
that approves such projects 
had not met since March 9 
— the day Israel announced 
its contentious plan to build 
1,600 new housing units in 
east Jerusalem. 

It was not clear if the halt 
to approvals constituted a 
genuine moratorium or how 
long it would last, and Israeli 
government officials would 
not confirm any kind of 
freeze. 

However, two city councilmen 
and an engineer who oversees 
a major east Jerusalem 
construction project confirmed 
the procedures for approving 
new housing have been put on 
hold since the Biden incident. 
“The government ordered the 
Interior Ministry immediately 
after the Biden incident to 
not even talk about new 
construction for Jewish homes 
in east Jerusalem,” said Meir 
Margalit, a city councilman 
who said the information 
came from top Jerusalem 
officials intimately involved 
with construction projects. 

“It’s not just that building 
has stopped: The committees 
that deal with this are not 
even meeting anymore,” said 
Margalit, of the dovish Meretz 
Party. 

Another city councilman, Meir 
Turujamen, who sits on the 


Interior Ministry committee 
that gives final approval to 
building plans, said his panel 
has not met since the Biden 
visit. It used to meet weekly, 
he said. 

“I wrote a letter about three 
weeks or a month ago asking 
(Interior Minister Eli) Yishai 
why the committee isn’t 
convening,” he said. “To this 
day I haven’t received an 
answer.” 

InteriorMinistry spokeswoman 
Efrat Orbach insisted any 
delays were nothing more than 
a bureaucratic matter. 

The prime minister’s 
spokesman, Mark Regev, 
said only that “following the 
Biden visit and the mishap, 
the prime minister asked that 
a mechanism be put in place 
to prevent a recurrence of this 
kind of debacle.” He would 
not elaborate. 

In Washington, State 
Department spokesman P.J. 
Crowley wouldn’t discuss 
what Israel was telling the 
United States about Jewish 
construction. 

“We have asked both sides to 
take steps to rebuild trust and 
to create momentum so that 
we can see advances” in peace 
talks, Crowley told reporters. 
“We’re not going to go into 
details about what we’ve asked 
them to do, but obviously 
this is an important issue in 
the atmosphere to see the 
advancement of peace.” 
Netanyahu repeatedly has 


insisted that Israel has a 
right to build anywhere in 
the city’s eastern sector, 
which Palestinians hope to 
make their future capital, and 
acknowledging any slowdown 
would have huge political 
risks. Netanyahu’s coalition 
is dominated by hard-liners 
who oppose any division of 
Jerusalem. 

Netanyahu met with members 
of his Likud Party on Monday 
and denied any freeze was in 
place, said Danny Danon, a 
lawmaker who attended the 
session. 

“If we see there is a freeze, 
we will not sit quietly and the 
prime minister knows that,” 
Danon said. “This coalition 


will not allow the prime 
minister to freeze building in 
Jerusalem.” 

Palestinian negotiator Saeb 
Erekat said he has not heard 
anything official about an 
Israeli construction freeze in 
east Jerusalem. 

“What counts for us is what 
we’ll be seeing on the ground,” 
he said. 

Still, any de facto freeze 
could make it easier for the 
Palestinians to participate in 
U.S.-mediated peace talks. 
The Palestinians have refused 
to hold direct negotiations 
with Netanyahu unless he halts 
all settlement construction 
in the West Bank and east

LOS ANGELES - The 
Hollywood sign has been 
spared from urban sprawl 
and will stand unobscured to 
welcome future actors, writers 
and Austrian bodybuilders, 
Gov. Arnold Schwarzenegger 
said Monday. 

The actor-turned politician 
said a $900,000 donation by 
Playboy founder Hugh Hefner 
and a $500,000 matching 
grant capped a $12.5 million 


fundraising drive to protect 
138 acres (56 hectares) 
near the famous sign from 
the development of luxury 
estates. 

Schwarzenegger called it “the 
Hollywood ending we hoped 
for.” 

“It’s a symbol of dreams and 
opportunity,” he said. “The 
Hollywood sign will welcome 
dreamers, artists and Austrian 
bodybuilders for generations 
to come.” 

The governor praised the 


public and private partnership 
that raised the money to keep 
the property out of the hands 
of developers. 

The Trust for Public Land 
conservation group raised 
$6.7 million in private funds, 
the state offered $3.1 million, 
and local funds totaled $2.7 
million. 

Hefner, who calls the sign 
“Hollywood’s Eiffel Tower,” 
put the effort over the top. 
“My childhood dreams 
and fantasies came from 
the movies, and the images 
created in Hollywood had a 
major influence on my life and 
Playboy,” Hefner said. 
Schwarzenegger said private 
donations came from all 50 
states, 10 foreign countries 
and a number of individuals, 
including J. Paul Getty heir 
Aileen Getty, Steven Spielberg 
and Tom Hanks. 

The hilltop property known 


as Cahuenga Peak features a 
360-degree panorama of Los 
Angeles and the San Fernando 
Valley. 

It was originally purchased 
in 1940 by Howard Hughes, 
who wanted to build a home 
for his then-girlfriend Ginger 
Rogers. 

But the relationship ended, 
and the Hughes estate sold 
the property in 2002 for $1.7 
million to the Chicago-based 
investment group Fox River 
Financial Resources Inc. 

It was put on the market again 
two years ago for $22 million, 
but the Trust for Public Land 
negotiated a lower price.

Justin Bieber cencert canceled 
after crewd crush 

SYDNEY - Thousands of frenzied teenagers, who spent the 
night camped out by Sydney Harbour awaiting a concert by pop 
star Justin Bieber, surged toward the venue Monday morning, 
sending at least eight girls to the hospital and injuring several 
more. 

Police canceled the performance after the swarm, which may 
have begun when rumors spread that the 16-year-old Canadian 
heartthrob had arrived early.

LOS ANGELES - Doctors 
plan further testing to help 
pinpoint the source of the 
brain hemorrhage that is 
keeping Bret Michaels in 
intensive care, according to 
the rocker’s website.

Treasury announces plans 
for first Citigroup sale

WASHINGTON - The Treasury Department said Monday that 
it plans to sell up to 1.5 billion shares of Citigroup stoek, its 
latest move to unwind the support it provided big banks during 
the finaneial erisis. 

The sales, whieh amount to about 20 pereent of the government’s 
ownership stake, eould begin as soon as Monday, aeeording 
to a person familiar with the transaetion. The person wasn’t 
authorized to speak on the reeord about the deal. 

The government reeeived about 7.7 billion shares, or a 27 
pereent ownership stake, as eompensation for the massive 
support it extended to the bank during the height of the finaneial 
erisis in late 2008. Treasury said last month that it would soon 
begin selling its Citigroup stoek and planned to eomplete the 
sales this year. 

The sales should earn a tidy profit for the government, whieh 
purehased the eommon stoek in the summer of 2009 at a share 
priee of $3.25. Citigroup shares fell 19 eents, or 3.9 pereent, to 
$4.67 in midday trading Monday. 

If the government sold all its 7.7 billion shares at $4.70, it would 
reeeive about $36.2 billion in proeeeds. That’s $11.2 billion 
above the $25 billion it paid for the shares. 

By selling its stoek over time, the Treasury is taking a risk that 
Citigroup’s share priee eould dip below $3.25, resulting in a 
loss on some of the sales, said Linus Wilson, assistant professor 
of finanee at the University of Louisiana at Lafayette. 

But “there’s a very good ehanee” that Treasury will be able to 
sell between 50 million and 100 million shares a day “and exit 
with a profit,” Wilson said. 

In a statement Monday, Treasury said it planned to proeeed 
with the sales of the Citigroup eommon stoek “in an orderly 
fashion under a pre-arranged trading plan with Morgan Stanley, 
Treasury’s sales agent.” 

In a separate filing with the Seeurities and Exehange Commission, 
the eompany said it would report quarterly on the number of 
shares sold. □

narrowly mixed Monday 
after a strong earnings report 
from Caterpillar Ine. offset 
investors’ eoneerns about 
finaneial regulation. 

The Dow Jones industrial 
average, supported by 
Caterpillar, eked out a gain 
of 1 point. Broader market 
indexes fell modestly. 

Banking shares fell as 
negotiations on finaneial 
overhaul legislation eontinued 
in Washington. 

Caterpillar, whose results are 
seen as an eeonomie indieator, 
reported earnings that beat 
analyst expeetations after a 
one-time eharge related to 
health eare. The eompany 
said eeonomie eonditions 
are “definitely improving” 
and that orders for its heavy 
equipment are signifieantly 
higher than last year. 

Investors also got some good 
news from Whirlpool Corp., 
whieh said profits doubled on 
higher sales of applianees in 
the U.S. and other eountries. 
That’s a signal that eonsumer 
spending is pieking up. 

News that ear rental eompany 
Hertz Global Holdings Ine. 
agreed to buy rival Dollar 
Thrifty Automotive Ine. also 
helped stoeks. 

But investors showed eaution 
throughout the day. A series of 
upbeat earnings reports have 
sent stoeks steadily higher 
over the past week, and many 
analysts believe that strong 
eorporate earnings results 
are already prieed into the 
market. 

Peter Cardillo, ehief market 
eeonomist at the brokerage 
Avalon Partners Ine. in New 
York, said the market is 
“perhaps defying logie at 
this point, and nevertheless 
moving up.” 


“We will be headed for some 
sort of a pullback, which could 
happen at any time,” Cardillo 
said, adding he doesn’t think 
it will be too steep, maybe 
5 percent to 7 percent. “For 
the moment, the enthusiasm 
continues.” 

The Dow rose 0.75, or less 
than 0.1 percent, to 11,205.03. 
The Standard & Poor’s 500 
index fell 5.23, or 0.4 percent, 
to 1,212.05, while the Nasdaq 
composite index fell 7.20, or 
0.3 percent, to 2,522.95. 
Losing shares narrowly 
outpaced advancers on the 
New York Stock Exchange, 
where consolidated volume 
came to 5.7 billion shares, 
compared with 5.4 billion on 
Friday. 

Caterpillar rose $2.87, or 4.2 
percent, to close at $71.65. 
This week will bring a 
stream of earnings news from 
companies across a range of 
industries, including Ford 
Motor Co., Exxon Mobil 
Corp. and UPS Inc. Consumer 
products companies including 
Procter & Gamble Co. are 
also scheduled to release their 
results. 

Hertz, the world’s largest car 
rental company, agreed to buy 
rival Dollar Thrifty for almost 
$1.2 billion in cash and stock. 


Hertz closed up $1.81, or 
14.1 percent, at $14.69, while 
Dollar Thrifty rose $4.22, 
or 10.9 percent, to $43.07. 
Investors view mergers and 
acquisition activity as a sign 
of investor confidence about 
the economy. 

Investors also got some 
reassurance about Greece’s 
debt problems. The Greek 
government on Friday said it 
wanted to tap a rescue package 
from 15 European countries 
and the International Monetary 
Fund. Investors have been 
concerned that Greece could 
default on its debt and that the 
trouble there would spread to 
other countries. 

Financial shares slid as 
negotiations on financial 
overhaul legislation continued 
in Washington. 

Senate Democrats reached a 
tentative deal on sweeping 
new rules for the derivatives 
market. Derivatives are the 
complex securities blamed for 
helping precipitate the 2008 
financial crisis, but they also 
have earned big profits for 
banks. 

“We are starting to see the 
financials crack, or get a little 
shaky,” Hobart said, speaking 
about bank and other financial 
company stocks.□

“It’s tough to leave what 
you like, but it’s a decision 
that I made,” the 64-year-old 
Lemaire said.

“It’s not the team, it is not the 
result or the lack of result we 
had in the playoffs,” a glassy¬ 
eyed Lemaire said. “It’s not 
that at all. It’s the end of the 
line. I’ll be 65. It’s just time.” 
Lemaire led the Devils to their 
first Stanley Cup in 1995. He 
stepped down as Minnesota 
Wild coach after last season, 
but Devils president Lou 
Lamoriello persuaded him 
to come to New Jersey for a 


second stint as coach. 

Lemaire had a hard time 
telling the coaching staff he 
was leaving and he was only 
able to get a few words out to 
the players before he could not 
go on. Lamoriello had to step 
in and relay the news. 
Lamoriello said Lemaire, who 
made the Hockey Hall of Fame 
in 1984 for his playing career, 
will stay with the Devils in 
a role yet to be determined. 
Lamoriello said he has not 
thought about a replacement. 
“I didn’t see that coming,” 
goaltender Martin Brodeur 
said. “I think Jacques has a lot 
of passion for the game and 
he showed it all throughout 
the year and the playoffs, and 
I think that drive was there. 
It seems to be there, but he 
knows it better than anybody 


and you have to accept what 
he wants to do.” 

Whoever gets the job will be 
the Devils’ third head coach 
in as many years. Brent Sutter 
resigned after two seasons 
last year to be closer to his 
home in western Canada. He 
eventually became coach of 
the Calgary Flames. 

Lemaire coached 16 seasons 
in the NHL with Montreal, 
New Jersey and Minnesota, 
posting a 588-441 won-lost 
record. His teams also played 
124 ties and lost 60 games in 
overtime or shootouts. 

He won the Jack Adams 
Award as the league’s top 
coach in 1994 and 2003. 
This past winter, he was an 
assistant on Canada’s gold 
medal-winning team at the

Roethlisberger was cleared of 
charges because a prosecutor 
says the case was not strong 
enough to pursue, but he was 
chastised by authorities and 
NFL commissioner Roger 
Goodell for his behavior. 

In a short statement released 
by the team, Roethlisberger 
promised he will not put 
himself in such a situation 
again. 

“The commissioner’s decision 
to suspend me speaks clearly 
that more is expected of me. 


I am accountable for the 
consequences of my actions. 
Though I have committed 
no crime, I regret that I have 
fallen short of the values 
instilled in me by my family,” 
Roethlisberger said in the 
statement. “I will not appeal 
the suspension and will 
comply with what is asked of 
me — and more.”

“I am sorry to let down my 
teammates and the entire 
Steelers fan base.

Howard agrees to $125 million extension with Phils

SAN FRANCISCO - Ryan Howard took 
a good-natured jab at those fickle fans in 
baseball-crazy Philadelphia. 

“Hopefully there’s no riots taking place 
back in Philly,” he joked of his new mega 
deal. Get used to it. City of Brotherly 
Love. This guy’s going to be around for a 
while. The slugging first baseman agreed 
to a $125 million, five-year contract 
extension Monday that could keep him 
with the Phillies until 2017. 

Howard preferred securing his future in 
Philadelphia to testing free agency in 
two years — and boy, is he getting his 
payday. He also felt loyal to the franchise 
that gave him his chance to reach the big 
leagues, saying, “That wasn’t a very hard 
decision.” 

“I tell you what, it’s a great feeling to 
have that security and know where you’re 
going to be,” Howard said. “I feel what 
I’ve been doing over the last couple of 
years, I feel pretty confident that down 


the road. I’ll be right where I want to be 
and still doing the same things.” 
Howard’s teammates wasted no time 
hitting him up for favors, either. 

“Where we going to eat, Ryan?” Ben 
Francisco asked. 

Howard just chuckled. 

“He’s going to take all your money,” 
quipped Shane Victorino. 

Even general manager Ruben Amaro Jr. 
got into the fun. “As part of this deal, he 
has agreed to buy a second home for me,” 
Amaro joked during a news conference 
at AT&Park, where the Phillies opened a 
three-game series with the Giants. 

But in all seriousness, Amaro pulled off 
a deal that keeps the centerpiece of the 
Phillies’ offense in place for the long 
haul. “We just felt it was good timing for 
us,” Amaro said. “We felt No. 1, he’s one 
of the elite offensive players in the game. 
We could have waited another year and a 
half or so and dealt with it later on, but the 
fact of the matter is we decided he is that 
important to our organization and to our 


club and to our future.” 

The 30-year-old Howard will make $20 
million each in 2012 and 2013 and $25 
million annually from 2014-16. The 
Phillies have a $23 million club option 
for 2017 with a $10 million buyout. 

“This is a very good contract for him,” 
Howard’s agent Casey Close said. “The 
reason he felt the time was right was he 
loves his teammates, he loves the city. He 
wanted to be a part of something special 
for a long time to come.” 

The two-time All-Star led the Phillies 
to two straight trips to the World Series, 
winning a championship in 2008. 

The $25 million guaranteed average salary 
in the extension will be baseball’s second- 
highest behind Alex Rodriguez’s $27.5 
million average under a 10-year contract 
with the Yankees running through 2017. 
Howard was happy to land a new deal 
now and avoid the craziness that would 
have come once he was eligible for free 
agency after the 2011 season, when he 
will be 32. □

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“Harm reducflon” needed te cut drag-user AIDS risk

LONDON (Reuters) - Barely 
a twentieth of the estimated 
$3.2 billion needed is put 
into preventing drug users 
spreading the AIDS virus, 
experts said on Monday, and 
the shortfall is fuelling HIV 
epidemics in parts of Europe 
and Asia. 

In a report on the use of “harm 
reduction” measures like clean 
needle exchanges and safer 
drug substitutes, the experts 
found that in countries which 
fail to take prevention steps, 
drug-related HIV infection 
accounts for the vast majority 
of new cases. 

The proportion of new HIV 
cases linked to injecting drug 
use is 90 percent in Bangladesh, 
66 percent in Russia and 
50 percent in Indonesia, the 
report said; yet only around 
three U.S. cents a day is spent 
on trying to halt drug-related 
spread of the virus in low- and 
middle-income countries. 

“We have known now for well 
over two decades that HIV is 
preventable — it is untenable 
that today in some 100 


(poorer) countries nearly all 
people who inject drugs have 
absolutely no access to clean 
needles or methadone,” said 
Professor Gerry Stimson, a 
co-author of the report and the 
director of the International 
Harm Reduction Association 
(IHRA). 

About 33.4 million people 
worldwide are infected with 
the AIDS virus. Since AIDS 
emerged in the 1980s, almost 
60 million people have been 
infected and 25 million have 
died. 

Drug users can spread the 
human immunodeficiency 
virus (HIV) that causes AIDS 
by sharing needles with an 
HIV-infected person, or pass it 
on by having unprotected sex. 
Harm reduction measures for 
drug users — like providing 
clean needles, condoms and 
the drug substitute methadone 
— were introduced some 25 
years ago in countries such 
as Australia and in European 
cities like Rotterdam and 
Liverpool, where AIDS 
spreading among addicts was 
a major problem.

‘WAR ON DRUGS’ 

Similar policies have since 
been adopted by public health 
authorities in many European 
and other rich nations and, 
along with safe sex campaigns, 
are considered a major factor 
in the relatively low rates of 
HIV in those places. 

But the report found 20 
countries in eastern Europe 
and Asia where injecting drug 
use is now the major cause of 
HIV infection, and said the 
failure to protect drug users 
is driving the world’s fast 
growing HIV/AIDS epidemic 
in eastern Europe. 

“Three cents a day is a terrifying 
figure and equally terrifying 
are the HIV infection rates 
amongst injecting drug users 
in parts of Eastern Europe and 
Asia,” said Stimson. 

Stimson, who is heading an 
international conference on 
harm reduction in the British 
city of Liverpool this week, 
said one fifth of the all global 
funding for HIV prevention 
should be dedicated to HIV 
prevention steps for drug users. 
“Harm reduction is a low-cost. 


high-impact intervention,” he 
said. 

The report said a full package 
of HIV-related harm reduction 
steps in Asia would cost 
$39 per life-year saved, and 
treatment with AIDS drugs 
would be around $2,000 per 
life-year saved. 

Alvaro Bermejo, head of 
the International HIV/AIDS 
Alliance, said a less punitive 
approach to drug users would 
reduce HIV. 


“The ‘war on drugs’ is a war 
on drug users and it is fuelling 
the HIV epidemic, making 
public health responses much 
more difficult,” he said in a 
statement on the report. 

“It’s time to move away from 
the detention center system 
and to provide services for 
users in their communities and 
in government health clinics 
so they can see them as places 
where they can get help and 
not be badly treated..”□ 


Bad habits can age yen by 
12 years, study suggests 


The findings are from a study 
that tracked nearly 5,000 
British adults for 20 years, 
and they highlight yet another 
reason to adopt a healthier 
lifestyle. 

Overall, 314 people studied 
had all four unhealthy 
behaviors. Among them, 
91 died during the study, or 
29 percent. Among the 387 
healthiest people with none of 
the four habits, only 32 died, 
or about 8 percent. 

The risky behaviors were: 
smoking tobacco; downing 
more than three alcoholic 
drinks per day for men and 
more than two daily for 
women; getting less than two 


hours of physical activity per 
week; and eating fruits and 
vegetables fewer than three 
times daily. 

These habits combined 
substantially increased the 
risk of death and made people 
who engaged in them seem 
12 years older than people in 
the healthiest group, said lead 
researcher Elisabeth Kvaavik 
of the University of Oslo. 

The study appears in 
Monday’s Archives of Internal 
Medicine. 

The healthiest group included 
never-smokers and those who 
had quit; teetotalers, women 
who had fewer than two drinks 
daily and men who had fewer 


than three; those who got at 
least two hours of physical 
activity weekly; and those 
who ate fruits and vegetables 
at least three times daily. 

“You don’t need to be 
extreme” to be in the healthy 
category, Kvaavik said. “These 
behaviors add up, so together 
it’s quite good. It should be 
possible for most people to 
manage to do it.” 

For example, one carrot, one 
apple and a glass of orange 
juice would suffice for the 
fruit and vegetable cutoffs 
in the study, Kvaavik said, 
noting that the amounts are 
pretty modest and less strict 
than many guidelines.□

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GOP Dark Horse Dreams: Can Someone Pull a Goldwater?

The political axiom is familiar today. Republicans 
nominate the next in line. So it’s been from Richard 
Nixon to John McCain. 

The next presidential cycle could prove otherwise. 
The GOP establishment no longer rides herd over 
today’s elephants. Conservative activists are both 
exceptionally galvanized and autonomous. It’s a 
unique mix unseen in decades. And critically, the 
establishment’s early favorite has an Achilles heel. 
This conservative milieu begs the question: is 2012 
the year of the Republican dark horse? 

Mitt Romney should be the next Republican nominee. 
No less than 81 percent of Republican “insiders” say 
that Romney is the “most likely” to challenge Barack 
Obama in 2012, according to a January National 
Journal poll. 

“If you look at our tradition in the party, our 
frontrunner should be Mitt Romney,” said Charlie 
Black, who has advised candidates from Ronald 
Reagan to George H.W. Bush to McCain. “But I 
truly believe it’s way too early to tell.” 

Romney’s vulnerability is one reason it’s too early 
to tell. Half of all Republicans are “angry” about 
the healthcare overhaul. Most other Republicans are 
“displeased,” according to a late March CNN poll. 
And therein lies Romney’s problem. 

Romney signed a universal health care plan as the 
Massachusetts governor. It too mandated coverage 
(a central focal point of conservative anger today). 
Romney has managed flip-flops before. He nearly 
won the GOP nomination despite his past support for 
abortion and gay rights. But this is another matter. 
Romney took trailblazing action on the same issue 
that most-rallies today’s conservative grassroots. 
In 2008, John McCain’s primary campaign ran an 
ad that declared: “Mitt Romney’s state health-care 
plan is a big-govemment mandate.” GOP rivals will 
offer that message on steroids in 2012. Politico aptly 
compared Romney’s problem to Hillary Clinton’s 
2002 Iraq war vote. 

But if not Romney, then who? The survey of Beltway 
insiders offered one early picture. Tim Pawlenty 
placed a distant second (46%). Followed by John 
Thune (38%) and Haley Barbour (28%). Tied for 
fifth were Mitch Daniels and Sarah Palin (25%). Of 
the group, only Palin is widely known by the public. 
But Palin remains a long shot in 2012. The field is 


open. And many other Republican dark horses stir. 
The senior man has, however, taken the GOP race 
since 1968. The “new Nixon” is remembered for his 
remarkable comeback. But Nixon commanded the 
field by election year. In spring, among Republicans, 
Gallup placed Nixon ahead of Nelson Rockefeller by 
more than a 2-to-l margin. He was the former vice 
president and almost-was president. But Nixon’s 
nomination also heralded the new emerging GOP 
establishment — more southern, more western, less 
blue blooded and more blue collar. 

Thereafter, the GOP establishment got their man. 
The seniority rule became more settled (perhaps 
ironically) with the advent of the first contested, 
and modem, GOP primary race in 1976. There were 
setbacks — Reagan losing in Iowa or George W. Bush 
losing in New Hampshire. But from Gerald Ford 
to George W. Bush, as Harvard political scientist 
William Mayer tracked, the Republican who led the 
final Gallup national poll before the primaries won 
the nomination. 

The mle dulled with McCain but endured. McCain 
followed the path of Reagan, H.W. Bush and Bob 
Dole. He was the once-thwarted candidate who earned 
his turn. And McCain worked for that turn. He was 
among Bush’s most effective advocates during the 
2004 campaign. Then he went from 2006 frontmnner 
to late-2007 long shot. Mike Huckabee narrowly led 
McCain in the final national polls before the Iowa 
caucuses. But McCain soon regained his frontmnner 
status and won despite the vocal opposition of 
conservative activists like Rush Limbaugh. 

Romney attempted to follow this same game plan. 
He dropped out in 2008 and soon became a strong 
advocate for McCain. He is currently campaigning 
and raising money for 2010 Republican candidates. 
The seniority system might still work out for Romney. 
The GOP establishment still reigns, despite its 
wounded authority. The Republican Party refused to 
seriously consider a conservative “purity test” early 
this year. The result would have excluded moderates 
from RNC support. 

Many rising GOP stars are also establishment 
figures. There are the popular conservatives like 
New Jersey’s Chris Christie or Wisconsin’s Paul 
Ryan. There is Rob Portman’s Senate bid in Ohio or 
Marco Rubio’s Senate bid in Florida. All four have 
followed traditional GOP paths to power and could 


be considered dark horses. Both Portman and Rubio 
achieved their prominence with the assistance of the 
Bush family. 

Nonetheless, Rubio’s rapid rise captures what’s 
different today. In 2008, Charlie Crist was a popular 
Florida governor, veep contender and leading 
Republican moderate. But Republican momentum is 
rightward. And Rubio quickly overtook Crist from 
that right. The conservative grassroots, including Tea 
Party activists, are the gasoline powering Rubio. 
Goldwater’s day was different. The establishment 
ran away from “grotesque burlesque of the 
conservative,” to quote The Saturday Evening Post. 
Today’s Republican establishment is mnning towards 
its conservative wing. In recent weeks Dick Cheney, 
Eric Cantor and Romney have all endorsed Rubio. 
The establishment’s move nearer to its grassroots 
has paid dividends within the party. Only 63 percent 
of Republicans favorably rated their party in spring 
2009. That rating rose above 80 percent by autumn 
and has since steadied. 

Yet rank and file Republicans remain disconnected 
from the institutional Republican Party. Three in 
four GOP voters continue to believe Republicans 
in Congress have in recent years “lost touch with 
Republican voters from throughout the nation,” 
according to Rasmussen polling. 

That disconnect is one explanation for the Republican 
National Committee’s thin coffers. The RNC had 
more than $30 million in the bank at the close of 
2001 and 2005. The RNC closed 2009 with less 
than $9 million. And this was before the latest RNC 
fundraising scandal. 

The Tea Party is especially detached from their 
political leadership. They are largely traditional 
Republican voters. Gallup found that 83 percent of 
Tea Party supporters identify as or lean Republican. 
Seven in 10 identify as conservative. Politico 
surveyed activists who attended a Tea Party rally 
in Washington on April 15. It found that more than 
seven in 10 voted for both McCain in 2008 and Bush 
in 2004. Only about one in 10 voted for Obama and 
John Kerry. 

But when the CB S/New York Times poll asked them 
what living U.S. political figure they most admire, 
half of the Tea Party supporters declined to select any 
of the prominent Republicans listed. Only 5 percent 
said Romney. □

Ecuador pide 2,5 millones de euros a Air 
Comet para perjudicados por quiebra

MADRID (AFP) - Dos mil ecuatorianos 
perjudicados por la quiebra de la aerolmea 
Air Comet reclamaran un total de 2,5 millones 
de euros (3,34 millones de dolares) de 
indemnizacion, informo este lunes la oficina en 
Espana de la Secretaria Nacional del Migrante 
ecuatoriana (Senami). 

La Senami presentara el martes “la demanda 
de 2.000 ecuatorianos perjudicados por Air 
Comet” en un juzgado de lo mercantil de 
Madrid que decidira sobre el concurso de 
acreedores (antigua suspension de pagos) de la 
aeroliea espanola, indico en un comunicado. 
En Espana presentaron una demanda 1.050 
ecuatorianos y en Ecuador, 400, segiin la 
Senami, que explico que “la cifra global de 
afectados asciende a 2.000 porque los menores 
de edad estan representados por sus padres”. 


Cada persona reclama a la aerolinea un 
promedio de 1.200 euros, preciso. 

Air Comet, que volaba desde Espana a 
varias ciudades latinoamericanas, presento la 
suspension de pagos en el Tribunal Superior 
de Justicia de Madrid (TSJM) el 23 de marzo 
por no poder hacer frente a su deuda, lo que 
permitira que la justicia determine eventuales 
restituciones a los acreedores y afectados por la 
quiebra. La aerolmea, que volaba desde Madrid 
a La Habana, Bogota, Quito, Guayaquil, Lima 
y Buenos Aires, anuncio su quiebra el 22 de 
diciembre despues que un juez britanico le 
prohibio volar tras una denuncia presentada 
por el banco aleman Nord Bank. 

Segiin los medios espanoles. Air Comet deja 
una deuda de entre 100 y 160 millones de 
euros. □

Policia captura mas de 43.000 
narcos desde enero 2000 

Bogota - Un total de 43.435 narcotraficantes fueron 
capturados desde enero 2009 en Colombia, entre ellos 123 
extranjeros y 84 solicitados en extradicidn por varios paises, 
principalmente Estados Unidos. 

El director de la Policia Antinarcdticos, general Francisco 
Patino, informd que durante estos 16 meses se incautaron 
47.866 kilos de cocaina y 24.693 toneladas de insumos 
liquidos y sdlidos para su procesamiento. 

En declaraciones al diario “El Nuevo Siglo” de Bogota y 
citadas por la agenda DPA, el oficial senald que durante 
este ano 41.716 hectareas de cultivos de hoja de coca fueron 
fumigados con quimicos, mientras que en todo 2009 la cifra 
llego a 27.933. 

En el caso de la erradicacion manual, cerca de 10.000 
hectareas han sido sometidas a ese procedimiento este ano, 
frente a las 10.483 durante el ano pasado. 

Patino comento que dos policias y un campesino dedicados 
a las tareas de erradicacion manual murieron en 2010 por la 
activacion de explosivos que protegen los cultivos ilegales. 
El presidente Alvaro Uribe destaco el sabado pasado la 
reduccion en un 31,2 por ciento de la extension de los cultivos 
de hoja de coca en Colombia desde 2007, de acuerdo con un 
reporte de las Naciones Unidas. □
